| be had from thence ; but he could 
not perſuade any of the Princes, 
thatreigned in his time, to under- 
take the Conqueſt of it, The Em- 
perour, Charles the Fifth, being ei- 
ther more Penetrating, or more 
Ambitious than his Predeceſlors, 
hearkened to the Propoſitions that 
were-made to him by Ferdinando 
Cortes, and Pizarro, of ſending 
thither an Army. He furniſhed 
them with Ships, Forces, and Mo- 
| ney, and allowed them to carry 

the War againſt Montezuma into 
Mexico, and againſt Atabalipa into 
Peru, They neither of them found 
much difficulty in ſubjugating 
thoſe Nations, which had Toes 
lived in Softneſs and Voluptuoul- 
neſs, and which had no knowledge 
of the Revolutions and Diſturbances 
practiſed in Europe. The'ſurpri- 
ſing effe&s of theArtillery and Fire- 
Arms, terrified them in ſuch a man- 
ner, that they thought it would be | 
to oppoſe the will of Heaven, to | 
fight

fight with Men, who had ''the 
command of its Thunder-bolts (tor. 
ſo they called - thoſe terrible En- 
gines which carried Death to'them 
from ſo great a diſtance). | The 
' good Fortune of Pizarro was, not- 
withſtanding, not ſo conſtant as. 
that of PFerdinando Cortes.” © Don 
Diego de Almagro, who had ſhared 
with him in the Glory of the dif- 
covery' of this happy ” Climate, 
could not bring himſelf to fubmit 
the Command of the Army tohim. - 
They had often ſmall Quarrels, 
which atlaſt broke out into an 0- 
pen War. _ Each had his Follow- 
ers, and there were feveral Fights 
between rheſe two Chiefs, where- 
in.cach,in his turn, was-Conquerour 
and Conquered, * This Diviſion 
was equally fatal to both, and the 
i blood which was bred between 
the two Parties, lafted 'even after 
the death of their Generals. Yal- 
' divia, whom the Emperour, Charles 
the Fifth, had ſent ro ſupply the

Authors of the Revolt, executed 
the Ordersof his Maſter with great 
| ſeverity, ſo that thoſe who had 
| had any hand in the Conſpiracy, 

hoping for no . more. favour than 
thoſe they. had already ſeen die by 
the Hands of the Executioners, 
went into the Province of Ch/4/ for 
Sanctuary, where Ruminagut, Son- 
in-Law \to., Atabalipa, Governed : 
This Prince received the Malecon- 
tents with, joy, and having , had 
time to-examine, near to him, the 
Arms which the Spaniards had 
made uſe of to overcome the King 
ofPeru, he found there: was no- 
thing of Supernatural inthem ; a+ 
ter which he endeavoured to unde- 
ceive the [nd:zans, who were of his 
Party, and to reſcue them from 
that Fear, which made them take 
the Spaniards for Demi-Gods ; he 
made them underſtand, that ſince 
all the advantages they had over 
them, proceeded only from thoſe 
37 ae! Arms, 
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Arms, - the uſe whereof” they . 
knew not till then, | it would 
not now be difficult for them to 
drive out theſe Uſurpers, .by the 
means of the Succours which were 
come'to them. Don Alonſo de Co- 
varuvias, who-had put himſelf at 
the Head of the RebeR, thought 
it beſt to begin the War with an ea- 
fie enterpriſe, thereby to raiſe the 


1 - Courage of the Indians, and tocon- 


vince them of what Ruminagui had - 
endeavoured to inſinuate into 
them, ' Pizarro had built a Fort in 
the plain of 7ucapel, which com- 
manded all the plain, where he had 
\ but a hundred Men in Garri- 
ſon, thinking that number ſuffici- 
ent, in the Submiſſion and Terror 
wherein all thoſe of the Country 
-were; and as thoſe which he had 
put in this Poſt, had no opportuni- 
ty ofexerciſing their Valour, they 
thought of nothing but of diverting 
themſelves, and lived: in as grear* 
aquiet; as if they had been at Sevi/,”

or at Saragoſe. Dox Alonſo ſurpri- 
ſed them in this negligence, and 
having Marched all Night, came 
by Day-break before the place; 
he immediately Stormed it, and 
having ſcaled it, made himſelf Ma- 
ſter ot it before Night. The ndi- 
ans, who had the Cruelty, (which 
the Spaniards had uſed towards all 
of their Nation) freſh in their me- 
mory, would give quarter to none 
of thoſe they found in the Fort, nor 
would they pardon the things that 
were inanimate ; for they immedi- 
ately entirely razed the place, that 
there might remain no monument 
to Poſterity, of their having groa- 
ned under the yoak of thoſe Cruel . 
Tyrants. They, after this advan- 
tage, marched fiercely againſt Yal- 
divia, who was then fortifying 
Penco, one of the moſt famous 
Ports of the Province of Ch/1;. This 
General, who had notice. of their 
march, might have waited for them 
in the Town, which was in good 

on- 
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Condition enough, to have made a 
long reſiſtance ; or he might have 
defended the entries of the Lanes, 
through which they muſt have ne- 
ceſlarily paſt, to come to him ; 
but deſpiſing Enemies, which he 
had always beaten, he went out to 
meet them in the plain, thinking 
aſtoniſh them with his undaunted- - 
neſs; but the Indians, - incouraged 
| by the Remonſtrances of Ramna- 
gui, and by the taking the Fort of 
Tucapel, far from taking frighf, 
as they had been accuſtomed todo, 
whenſoever they ſaw the Spantards 
appear, put themſelves in Battel, 
under the Command of Covaruvi- 
a, with as great Diſcipline, as if 
they had been, experienced Forces. 
Dox Alonſo took the command of 
the right Wing, leaving that of the 
left to Ruminagui, Valdivia, gover- 
ning himſelf by - the Diſpoſition 
of the' Army of the Enemies , put 
himſelf at the Head of the Forces, 
which were to engage the Male- 

| B-4 + contents, ' 
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contents, leaving to Don Henriques 
de Caſtro, the Care of attacking 
the /rdians. This young Spantard 
had given ſo many Proofs of hisCou- 
rage,that Ya/divia,made no difficul- 
ty of intruſting him with ſo impor- 
tant a Command, and to prefer 
him before many old Officers, who 
bandy'd for it. Don Hexriques did 
not belye the good Opinion 
which his General had: conceived 
of his Valour ; he, at the firſt on- 
ſet, broke through the beſt Bata- 
lans of the Indians, till he came to 
that which Ruminagui Commanded' 


in perſon ; and although this Prince © 


did all that could be expetted from 
a great General, yet he could not 
hinder hisForces from giving way, 
and taking flight at the fight of a 
Man, who carry'd Death wherever 
| he directed his Steps: Dow Hen- 
riques purſued the Run-aways with 
ſo much heat, that he came with 
them tothe ſame place, where the | 
Fort of 7ucape! had been, which . 

| the _- |

the' rdians had tazed the Day be- j 
fore. He there made a haulr,'and 
drew up his Men again in Battel, 
for fear leſt the 7»dians ſhould ral- 
ly, and, ſurpriſing him, might take 
trom him a Victory, which he look- 
ed upon himſelf as ſecure of : He 
left therefore the purſuit of theRun- 
aways, and returned to the Field 
of Battel, where he found Don A- 
lonſo Conqueror of the left Wing 
of the Spaniſh Army, which he 
1] hadentirely defeated. The two Ge-

engaped in a private Combat, with 
a Party of Choſen Men, difputing 
weakly the Victory with the Re- 
bels.'

Y Name is Don Henriques 

de Caſtro, and I am Son to . 
Don Lorenzo. By this account, 1n- 
terrupted Don Garcia, embracing 
him, I have the Honour to be 
your Brother, ſince I owe my 
Birth to this ſame Don Lorenzo, 
who diſtinguiſht himſelf ſo glort- 
ouſly in the Conqueſt of Mexicoand 
Peru; 1 am the only Iflue of his - 
Marriage with FHiſmelia, Daugh- 
ter to King Montezuma.

(.ircumſtances of it, when you 
| have

Since you are Son to Don Lo- 
rexzo, you are not ignorant that 
he Married, in the Moluccas, Tere- 
fa Mendez, a Kinſwoman of the 
Vice-Roys ; and that having ade- 
ſign to return into Spain, when 
Ferdinando Cortes had made an end 
of rhe Conqueſt of Mexico, he ſent 
her before him to Sevi/!, where ſhe 
was brought to Bed of me. You 
know, without doubt alſo, that be- 
10g ingaged, with Pizarro, in the 
Wars of . Peru, it was impoſſible 
far him ever to ſee his own Coun- 
try again, and fo 1 ſhall: only en: 
tertain you with what relates to 
my felt. 

When was of an Age fit to bear 
Arms, I reſolved to go to the n- 
dies to my Father, but Love itayed 
me fora whilein Spa/x. A Kinſman 
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of my Mother,, ,,who had- long 
ſerved the. Yenetzans, and made 
ſeveral Voyages to Conſtantinople, 
for the Service of that Repub-- 
lick, had a Daughter, who was 
about - ſixteen” | years old, of - an 
accompliſhed Beauty, as you” may 
gueſs by, her Picture. Dom. Antonio 
de Sylva, for that was the Name of 
the Father of Leozora, who-having 
been a Widdower for a long time, 
thought it not fit.to keep. her with 
him any longer, fent. her.. to my 
Mother, whoſe Virtue he was fully 
fatisfied of; he writing to her a 
Letter, wherein he deſired her to 
take care of the Education of his 
Daughter, until he returned to Se- 
vill... The Charms of Leonora, 
made me now forget the deſign 
I had taken to go. to the [ndzes, 
tolearn. there the Art of War, 
I was always with her, and I took 
ſuch pleaſure in her Converſation, 
that I could not take up a reſolu- - 
tion to be from her, ——_ [ 
ad 
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had a violent 'defire to gain a'Re- 
putation ' in the World, Leonora 
had ſeen ſeveral Courts, and her 
Mind was far more cultivated, than 
could have been expeCted of a per- 
ſon of her Ape ; her Coverſation 
ſerved to form mine, and I made 
uſe of that pretence, to excuſe the 
ſtay I made at Sew//, at a time, 
when T ought to have been figna- 
liſfng my Courage, to ſupport the 
_—_ "which ' my Abefton 


had acquired. Leonora was pleaſed 


to impart to me ſo much of her 
knowledge, that ſomtimes I was 
confounded at it; and not having 
deſerved her Favours, I perſwa- 
ded my ſelf, for ſome time, that 
ſhe did thus only _to ſhew her gra- 
titude for the care my Mother 
took of her. But Love being of a 
piercing ſight, I ſoon perceivd 
that” it was an Impulſe of a more 
preſſing concern, and that ſhe had 
not leſs tenderneſs for me, than I 
had for her. I had a mind to __ 
nc 
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the pleaſure to make her explain 
it her ſelf ; ſo, one day, finding my 
felt alone with her; F-ſpoke to her

* has all the; Diſpoſitions Nature 
* could give it, of learning every 
* thing neceffary with eaſe; and it 
© wants only a little Experience, 
* which time will afford. I applaud 
* my lelf, for your being ſo apt to 


© learn 
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*learn. by. my, Inſtruftions, and [I 


ſhe became, by. his Neath, one of 
the richeſt Heireſles in Spazn, ſhe 
was extreamly grieved at it. I 
ſcarce had time to wipe away her 
Tears, before ſhe was forced to ren- 
der me . the ſame Office; for , my 
Mother ſoon after fell ſick and di- 
ed. Leonora, who could not decent- 
ly live alone with me in the ſame 
Houſe, went to lodge at the Houſe 
Fety-+" of 
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of Don Thomas de Camhoya, who 
was made her Guardnn by her 
Relations. His Wife was one of 
thoſe falſe reſerved Women, who 
being out of a Condition of plea- 
ſing her ſelf, would have the young 
Perſons, who are under Go- 
vernment, renounce all the Diver- 
ſions proper for their Age ; and fly 
the Company of them, as if they 
were Monſters. Altho' Leovora con- 
demned this great ſeverity, yet 
the would not ſee me againſt her 
Will, leſt ſhe might give her an 
occaſion of ſuſpeCting her behaviour, 
She felt very ſenſibly the trouble 
which this ſeparation cauſed in me. 
But ſince we could not continue 
our Commerce, unleſs we had a 
Confident, who might facilitate 
our Interviews, ſhe endeavoured 
to know the Character of all thoſe 
who had acceſs to the Houſe where 
ſhe was, before ſhe diſcoverd to 
any one the ſecret of her' Heart. 
She heard that Don Pedro de Gm- 
C diel 
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diel made his addreſſes to Elvia, 
Daughter to her Guardian, ſhe en- 
tred into the Secret of their A- 
mours, and after having donea great 
many good Offices to the Gentle 
man, ſhe confteſled to him the Pallj- 
on ſhe had for me, He offered 
very civilly to help us to meetings, 
and he ſeemed fo zealous for her 
Intereſts, that ſhe applauded her 
ſelf with having choſen ſo generous 
a Confident.

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-:than Courage ; he was inform'd of

louſeſt man inthe World;;.Don Pe- 


dro the fame night contrived a 
meeting. for me with £Leonora;; to. 
whom [I expreſs'd- all my Fears ; ſhe 
did - what ſhe could to ſettle: my: - 
mind, but it was impoſlible; when: 
ſhe indeavoured to aſſure me,thats 
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Don Thomas could not force her 
inclinations, and that though 'he 
thould have a deſign to doit, ſhe 
had courage. enough to oppole his 
injuſtice, I thought: ſhe ſpoke to 
me, only to deceive me with more 
eaſe ;in 'ſhort, ſhe could not ſtill 
my diſquiets, but by promiſing me 
the-would allow. me to carry her 
away from her Guardian's Houle.

Men in 
the vvhole Tovvn, and kill'd one 
of the fineſt Ladies in all Spazr. 
But as | knovv People of that ſort 
never fail to pretend, thoſe vyhich 
they carry to Priſon are gulity 
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of- great Crimes, thereby to -ren- 
der them odious, I gave" no credit 
to what this Man told me, ner 
would not quit the unknown 
Gentleman's ſide. Thoſe who would 
have arreſted him, endured: no - 
long fight, and having turned their 
backs; they left him at liberty+to 
ſhew his thankfulneſs to me: I in»- 
terrupted him at the firſt- word, 
and deſired him to leave mealone, 
for a reward of all the fervice I 
had done him; but yet I could.not 
be rid of him, till I had accepted 
of a Diamond Ring which he gave 
me, that he might, as he ſaid, ano- 
ther time know his deliverer.:After 
he had left me, 1.did not ſtay long 
in-the place where: the: fray was, 
the Impatience which I had, to hear 
{ ſome news of Dox Pedro, forced me 
to ſeek him out, in the little Street 
where I- was uſed to diſcourſe with 
Leonora ; but I left, however, one 
1 of my Servants there, that he might 
ingage Pony Pedro to ſtay for-me; 
Cs _ hs 
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.1n:icaſe he'came to look after me ; 
Fearce' had-I'fſet , my foot in: this 
Streer, before I heard a confuſed 
morſe. of people ſpeaking, and faw 
coming towards me a great many 
Armed Men, whocarried Lanthorns 
with them ;'I was advanced too 
far;'to' retreat without being ſeen, 
-and thoſe: Men could take no other 
way” than that by which I came; 
all that 1 could do! to eſcape from 
them; vas to'go. with my Servant 
who had followed me, into'a houſe 
which-was building, and which I 
was; then very near, 

We had but juſt hidden our 
ſelves; when I faw come bythe 
fame 'place, which I juft ther left, 
a'ſecond Company, which joyned 
with the''firſt ; I eaſily perceived 
that it was the Watch, and that 
the laft Comers were thoſe who 
endeavoured to arreſt my un- 
known Friend ; they ſpoke of this 
Action to + their Companions, ſo 
ſoon as they were come to _

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but it was ſo ſoitly, ahd-I was fo 
far 'from them, that I could not 
hear them very diſtin&ly ; having 
a great deſire to know the Names 
of thoſe which had been, kill'd, be- 
cauſe the. murther had been-com- 
mitted very near the Houſe of 
Don Thomas, | order d my Servant 
to go near to them, and to bring 
me an account of what he. hear'd. 
The Houſe which we were 1n, was 
raiſed but to the ground Floor, 
and the Youth, to go to them, was - 
to go over a. very narrow. board, 
the Night being very dark, ; and 
the - Lanthorns ' dazling. him, he- 
milled his footing, and fell into 
the Foundations ; he had in his- 
Pocket a Piſtol ready cockt, which, - 
unfortunately tor him, at the ſame . 
time went: off ,!. and - ſhot. ' him 
through the Body. | haſtned to 
his alliſtance, but the Watch- 
being drawn thither by the aſe 
were before me, and taking me -. 
for the. Author .of this .Murther, | 
ſeizd i 
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ſciz'd' me; they would not ' give 
me time to defend my ſelt, but hur- 
rizd me away to Priſon, notwith- 
_ ſtanding whatſoever I could fay 
in my juſtification. 

You-may eaſily imagin, Brother, 
what a deſpair I was in- when I 
was arreſted ; I ſaw by this miſ- 
fortune, all the hopes which I had 
conceived of poſleſſing a Perſon,” 
who could alone make all the 
happineſs of my Life, fruſtrated ; 
that which F had heard, made me: 
tear, with a great deal of reaſon, 
that the Lady whom the unknown 
Perſon had” killed, was my dear 
| Leonora, and I had not any Tong 
rime the Comfort of being able to 
doubt of it, for the Guards who 
had'taken me-Priſoner, told theGao-» 
ler that T had killed'with a. Piſtol- 
ſhot; which I had: aimed at ' Dos 
Pedro, a Woman who was coming - 
down 'by a Silk Ladder out of a 
Balcony into the Street, and that 
Bun Pedro, indeavouringto _— 
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her Death, had had the ſame Fate;- 

Although 1 perceived they took me 
for the Stranger, whom 1 had res 
ſcued from their hands; yet I could 
not therein findany thing to-make 
me doubt of my unhappineſs;and I 
had the more reaſon to be afflicted, 
becauſe I my felt had taken up the 
Defence of him who had aſſaſſina- 
ted my Friend and my Miſtreſs. I 
paſſed the Night in ſo great an At- 
fliction, that I fele no more my: 
Grief, by feeling it too much. The 
next morning, whenl was dreſt, I 
went down to the Court; I found 
my ſelf immediately: incotnpaſled 
by .a (great | number. of. Priſoners, 
who told-me, I muſt pay them my 
welcome ;- as if it- was a great ad- 
vantage to me; to: become a Com- 
panion'with them in their | Misfor- 
| tunes ;/I was forced to give them 
the little Mony I had-about me,' to 
deliver. my ſelf from their Impor- 
tunity ;. they ſent immediate» 
ly for: Wine,. with. which they 
"tel made: 
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made' themſelves ſo Drunk, that 
ſix of them, who lay in a Garret, 
let fall their Candle in a Bed, which 
immediately ſet Fire to the Bed- 
Mat, and the Ratters of the Gar- 
ret being very dry, they flamed out 
immediately :. The Turn-keys, go- 
ing the Round, perceiving the Fire, 
ran all affrighted, to endeavour to 
quench it. . In this Fright they lefr 
open 'a. | great Dungeon, where 
chere lay above fifty Priſoners, who 
having ſeized the Keys, went and 
opened the Doors of all their Fel- 
low Pnſoners, making the word 
Liberty ſound i throughout. the 
whole Priſon; they then broke open 
thePr:ſon Gates with ſome (great 
Blocks they found: in the Kitchin. 
Huftered my felt to be carried a- 
way-Withiche Throng,' and 1-found 
my.tif/in che Convent of ' the Cor- 
&e/iers; without knowing how I 
was carried thither ;' and F being 
one of 'the moſt conſiderable. of 
thoſe who had: takea SanQtuary 
there, 
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there, theſe good Fathers cameto 
Compliment me, and promiſedito 
let me out, the beginning of the 
next Night, by a back Door of 
their Garden, in the Habit of a 
Monk, 1 anſwered their Civility 
as well as the diſturbance my'mind 
was in would allow me; and was 
Condutted into a Cell, until they 
brought me what was neceſfary 
for my Diſguiſe. Alter I wasthus 
diſguiſed, they led me out of 'the 
Convent, © wittv*another- Priſoner 
dreſtin the ſame manner, who was 
to be my Companion ; we walked 
through the Town in this -QuIPage, 
without being taken 'notice*of by 
any Body; and having paſſed the 
Gate'of' Xerez, - we entred the 
Highway which leads to 'Cadex, 


- having followed it ſometime, we 


left it to'pet into. a" Wood, which - 
is about three [Leagues from -the 
Towh; where we ſtaid in the day 
time, not:daring to Travel but 
by Night, We ſent, in the mean 
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while,.. a little Boy, which the 
Cordeliers had given us, :to get us 
ſomething to eat ; and we/fate- our 
ſelves down upon the Graſs, in a 
place where the Trees were thick- 
eſt, . that we might have the. bene- 
fit of their ſhade. TI began to be in 
ſo deep a ſtudy, that I did-not think 
of him who was by me;hisMind was- 
more at liberty; and having by 
chance caſt his Eyes upon-the -Dia- 
mond Ring which 1 ha&upon-my 
Finger, knew it:to be that which 
he had given me; and embracing 
me with a great deal of AtﬀeCtion; 
Suffer me' (faid he: to me) 70 ſhew 
my Gratitude | to my Deliverer, 1 
found: by: his Diſcourſe and his - As 
Rions, that-it was the ſame uns 
known - Perſon; whoſe :Defence. I 
had jingaged my ſelt in; ' and- that 
I ſuppoſed to/be the Author-of: the 
Death of | Don: Pedro and £eonera; 
but the: more to clear my Doubt, 
I defired him to tell : me; why the 
Baylifts would have arreſted him, 

| and 
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and he fatisfied my Curioſity in 
this manner. 7 /oved, ſaid he, one 
of the fineſt young Ladies im the 
Town, her name was Leonora. At. 
this Name I ſent out a great ſigh, 
but he took no notice of it, but thus 
purſued his Diſcourſe, Zer Relati- 
ONS approved of my Suit, but her 
Iuclinations were not favourable to 
me: Thad notice given me of the 
Commerce which ſhe had with a more 
happy Rival, by a Maid which I. 
had gained, and deſiring to be aſus. 
red of it. my ſelf, 1 paſſed ſeveral 
Nights under her Window, without 
diſcovering any thing which could ſa» 
tisfie my Curioſity : But, one Night, 
fitting upon a Stone, which lies over 
againſt the Houſe of Don Thomas, 
1 ſaw two Men come near the Balcos 
uy, which is next ts the Chamber of 
that Fair ungrateful Lady ; one of 
them ſtepping forwards, made a ſign 
by throwing two little Stones againſt 
the Window ; ſhe immediately" ape 
peared, and came down out of the 
Balcony 
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Balcony by - a. Silk Ladder to this 
Man, whohad fixt it at bottom with 
a Stone, that it might bethe firmer, 
could not-any more doubt but that it 
was to follow the Rival, which was 
preferred, by her, before me; and 
being no more Maſter of the tran- 
ſports of my Fealouſie, I thought of 
nothing but Revenge. TI cocked a 
Piſtol which I had at my Girdle, and 
fired it upon him, juſt at his Breaſt, 
but he, with his hand, making my Pi- 
ftol monnt, it ſhot Leonora, who 
was upon the Ladder ; ſhe fell down 
dead immediately, and her Lover; 
who was witneſs of his Misfortane, 
came upon me like a mad man; he 
attacked 'me with ſo little Caution, 
that he ran himſelf through with "my 
Sword, which Thad drawn as oo 
as I ſaw him tome towards me. 
When T was rid of. my Enemy, I ran 
to Leonora to give her ſome aſſiſtance,

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tal. I was not yet come to my ſelf, 
from the ſurprize which this Mis- 
fortune had cauſed in me, when I 
found my ſelf attacked by ſeveral 
Men at the ſame time. What rea- 
ſon ſoever I had to hate Life, I 
thought I was bound then to preſerve, 
t0 make a voluntary Sacrifice of it to 
her, of whoſe Death I was the caſe. 
In the apprehenſion which 1 hadkgf be» 
ing incloſed by my Enemies, I gain- 
ed a narrow Lane, where I could not 
be attacked but before ; but whatſoe* 
ver advantage this' Poſt might give 
me, I ſhould never have been able to 
reſiſt long mine En:mies, withont the 
affiſtance which you ſo opportunely 
afforded me; ani fince I have been 
ſo happy, as to'find ont' my Benefa- 
for by the Ring, which he was pleaſed 
to accept as a ſmall token of my ac- 
knowledgment, he may aſſure himſelf, 
that I will expoſe for his ſake,upon all 
occaſions, the life which he has pre- 
ſerved to me, TI did not enjoy long 
the happineſs which you procured for 


me, 
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me, for being wounded in many 
places, TI could walk but very ſlowly; 
and the Watch had time to return a= 
gain upon me in greater number: 1 
ſeeing that my reſiſtance would be to 
no purpoſe, therefore ſuffered my ſelf 
to be carried to Priſon, without 
drawing my Sword ; you know the 
reſt, ſince we recovered our Liberty 
by the ſame way; and I have nothing, 
more to tell you, but that I am call'd 
Don Diego d'Avalos, and that Don 
Thomas had promiſed me to marry 
this Leonora to me, whoſe Life / 
ſo unfortunately took away, 

WhenT was aſſured that Leowora 
was dead, I was pierced with ſo kil- 
ling a Grief, that I could give. no 
more attention to the Relation, 
with which Dox Diego went on., I 
was 'yet- buried"in. a deep Study, 
when: he left off ſpeaking, and he 
was forced to pull me by. the Arm 
to bring me out of it ; but having, 
my mind filled with Deſpair, 1n+ 
ſtead of anſwering his. Civility, 1 

broke 
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broke out into theſe-Reproaches a- 
g2inſt him. 7»i/h, cruel Don Die- 
go, what you have begun, and take 
from me a Life, which can now be of 
noother uſe to me, than to make me 
the longer endure the Evils which you 
have cauſed me ; you have aſſaſſinated. 
a Miſtreſs which could alone make me 
happy, when I was juſt going to poſ- 
feſs. her, and yet far from puniſhing 
thee, 1 took thy Defence againſt thoſe 
who endeavoured to revenge it; nay, 
I have done more, coming out of the 
Priſon, where we were ſhut up, / 
have made thee the Companion of my 
Fortune, what can you do to acknow- 
ledge ſo many Favours? but what 
would your Gratitude ſignifie to me, 
fince you caunot reſtore to me that 
Treaſure, which your Inhumanity 
robbed me of? 
Don Diego was ſo ſurpriſed, with 
a Diſcourſe which he 1o little ex- 
peed, that he was a long time 
without being able to fay any 
thing to me in his juſtification ; 
| when 
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when. he was recovered of the a- 
ſtonithment, which my Complaints 
had caſt him into, he threw him- 
ſelf at my feet, he embraced my 
knees, which he bedewed with 
his tears, and ſaid ſo many moving 
things to me,that what Love ſoever 
I had for Leoxora, I could not have 
had the hard-heartedneſs to have 
refuſed her to him, if I could have 
brought her-to life again ; but that 


being impoſſible, I contented my 


ſelf; with ſwearing to him invio- 
12ble Friendſhip, which neither ab- 
ſence nor time have been ever able 
to weaken. 

When the Boy, which was ſent 
to Town, was returned; we eat 
the meat which he had brought 
us, and after having retaken -our 
ordinary Habit, and put our ſwords 
by our ſides which he had brought 
us Qut of the Town, we continued 
our journey, When we were arri- 
ved at Cadiz, we went to a Houſe

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we remained conceal'd, till we had 
heard the ſucceſs of our Afﬀair. 
We ſent a skiltul Man to Sewvz/, 
who at his return told us, that they 
had ſent to Priſon.all thoſe who 
came out of the Sanctuary, and 
that the Officers of Juſtice endea- 
vouring to take out by force thoſe 
that remained there, the People 
roſe up in Arms, and that. I was 
proſecuted upon Contumacy ;he ad- 
ded alſo, that many Witneſſes had 
ſworn, that 1 had killed Don Pedro, 
becauſe he had made uſe of my 
Name'to ſteal Leonora, and that 1 
could not eſcape: being condem- 
ned. to. death. I faw - there was no 
more- ſafety to be expected for 
me in Spain, and- thereiore took 
up @ reſolution of going up to. my 
Father into Peru, where I knew he 
was returned, ſince Yaidiyia had 
taken upon him the Comcaand of 
the Forces there. Don Dzz20 know- 
ing my deſign, defired me to allow 
him to-accompany me 12 this Voy- 
ape. 
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age, that he might have an oppor- 
tunity of ſhewing his acknowledge- 
ments for the ſervice I had done 
him ; we heard that Fal/divia had 
demanded ſuccours from the Em- 
peror, and that there were in the 
Port five or ſix great Men of War, 
waiting for a Wind to fail for Pe- 
74; we were not willing to let ſo 
fair an. opportunity ſlip, and ha- 
ving defired Don Antonio, ' (in 
whoſe Houſe we were lodged) to 
aſſiſt us in our paſſage, he” related 
our adventure to a Captain, who 
was his intimate Friend, and deſired 
'him to receive us on board. It was 
not hard to perſwade him to it ; this 
Officer, knowing the'/great Conſli- 
:deration they all had for my Fa- 
ther in the ndzes, thought him- 
ſelf much honoured with our have- 
{ing choſen his' Ship ſooner than a- 
nothers. We ſet fail from Cadiz, 
fifteen days after our arrival; the 
beginning of our Voyage was pret- 
ty proſperous, but in the Latitude 


of 
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| of the Iſland of St. Domingo, we 


met with a' furious Tempeſt, which 
laſted for two Days, and two 
Nights. When the ſtorm was cea- 
ſed, we continued our Voyage to 
Penco without any other iltaceident 
happening to us. Yaldivia came 
thither ſome days before us, with 
a deſign to fortifie it ; we did not 
find there my Father, who remai- 
ned in the Province of Quito with 
one half of the Army, but were 
notwithſtanding very well recei- 
ved by the Yice-Roy for his ſake, 
he treated me with ſo much reſpect, . 
when - he knew of what I was. 
capable, that he gave. me the” 
Command of the lett Wing of his 
Army 1n the laſt Battel where he 
loft his life, and to Dox Diego that 


-jof all the Horſe, for my ſake, al- 


though he knew neither of us had 
ſerved in any Army before. I know 
not what is become of this generous 
Friend, but if he be dead, as there 
Is great Probability he is, I ovght 

«*D _, very 
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very much to regret his Life, ſince 
he twice faved mine in this Battel ; 
he there gave ſo many Proofs of 
his Condutt and Valour, that he 
was to be found every where, where 
there was need of him to defend a 
weak Poſt. | 

Don Henriques related after- 
wards to his Brother the ſucceſs 
of this Battel, and how following 
ſome Runaways, he came to the 
| foot of the Mountain on which 
they were,. and that having loſt 
his Horſe, he ſought for a SanCtu- 

'ary in this Grotto, which the 
—_ erected before it, made him | 

When he had done ſpeaking, 
being late, he bad Dox Garcia good 
Night, and lying down upon the 
Bed of Moſs where he fate, fell a» | 
ſleep; the toyl of the Night before 
had fo tired him, that neither the 
break of day, nor the ſinging of 
Birds interrupted his ſleep; he had 
in all likely hood awaked very hes, 
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had he not heard fome great cries, 
which ſeemed to come from a place 
not far diſtant from the entry of 
theGrotto ; when he had wholly dt- 
ſperſed the Vapours of Sleep, he 
hearkned with more attention, and 
thought he heard the Voice of 
Don Garcia ; he looked about him) 
and not finding him there,he doub- 
ted not but that 'his dear Brother 
had need of his help. He was 
ſtirred up to do him Service by a 
ſecret impulſe, the cauſe of which 
he was ignorant of, and which aQ- 
' ed more ſtrongly in him than Na- 
tural Relation, he took his Sword 


' and went out of the Grotto, he 


| had not gone twenty paces, before 
he found Don Garcta wreſtling 
weakly with an Ape of a prodige- 
| ous bigneſs; this Beaſt had alrea- 
dy thrown him down, and altho' 
' heheld himvery ftraitly imbraced, 
he did him no other hurt, but im- 
portuning him with his Carefles. 
| Don Henriques was amazed tor fee 
D2 that 
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that the Ape had more diſcern- 
ment, and knew better the Sex 
of Don Garcia, than he; and if he 
had not apprehended that this Co- 
mical adyenture might have fatal 
Conſequences for the ſuppoſed 
Gentleman, he would have taken 
pleaſure in diverting himſelf with - 
it, and in making Reflexions upon *' 
the advantage which Beaſts have \ 
over Men, in the knowledge of 
things which are proper for them 
but the violent Condition,in which 
he ſaw the feigned Don Garcza, 
would not allow him to go on 
with thoſe thoughts. He had al- 
ready his Sword drawn in his 
Hand, and ran to the alliſtance of 
this fair diſguiſed Perſon, with all 
the eagerneſs of a Lover poſleſt by 
a ſtrong Paſſion ; but the Lion did 
not give: him leiſure to execute his 
Deſign ; he was coming back from 
his Chace, and having ſeen the vio- | 
lence that the Ape uſed to- | 


wards Don Garcia, whom he look- 
ed 
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edupon as his Maſter, he ran« tor 
his aſſiſtance;his Enenty ,vvho look- 
ed upon hint as the King of Beaſts, 

and who found himſelf too weak 
to diſpute the Victory with him, 
endeavoured, butin vain, to: fave 
his Lite by flight ; the Lyon had 
ſoon catched the poor Ape, and 
torn him in pieces, 1n ſight of 
the Perſon whom he had aff onted, 

This odd accident ſuſpended, for 
ſome few moments, the Grief, 
with which theſe two Perſons were 
afteted, and furniſhed Don Henx- 
rigues ſubjet enough to be plea- 
ſant upon, concerning the perplext- 
ty he had found Don Garcza 1n, he 
had a mind to perſecute him, con- 
cerning what he knew of his Sex ; 

but Don Garcia took upon him his 
ſerious Air, and upheld, with a - 
great deal of boldneſs, what he had 
firſt pretended ; fo that Don Zenri- 
ques did not know what to believe; 
This fair Counterfeit was greatly 
concerned to confirm Don -Henri- 
D 3. ques 
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ques in hisError ; for ſhe thought 
the could not, with Decency, live 
alone with a Man of the Age of 
Don Fenriques, if he were truly 
informed of her Sex, and ſhe could 
not go from the place where ſhe 
was, Without ſuffering many incon- 
veniencies. For this reaſon ſhe af- 
fected great ſincerity, the better to 
deceive Don FHerriques, and told 
him, that ſhe could not make a bet- 


ter return to the Confidence he had ' 


repoſed in her, than by relating to 
him, in her turn, the Adventures 
which had brought her to this a- 
greeable ſolitary place. 

Don Henriques who hoped by the 
means of the Relation ſhe was go- 
10g to make, to clear his Doubts, 
preſt her to afford him this fatisfa- 
tion; they fate down under ſome 
Palm-Frees which were near the 
Mouth of the Grotto, and Dox 
Garcia, after having ſtudied ſome 
ſhort time, began his Diſcourſe in 
this manner.

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The Hiſtory of Don 
Garcia. 


Cs you never heard, dear Bro- 
ther, of the Marriage of Dox 
Lorenzo, with the Daughter of 
Montezuma, 1 ought, before I give 
you an account of what relates to 
my ſelf, to inform you what has 
hapned to him fince his coming in» 

to the Indies. | 
You know that he having ſet 
Sail, with Ferdinando Cortez, for 
Mexico, a ſtorm ſeparated the Ship, 
aboard of which he was, from the 
reſt of the Fleet, and that he was 
forced to put in at the Molucca's to 
refit ; it was whilſt he remained 
in theſe Iſlands, that he fell in love 
with your Mother, whom he Mar- 
ried, to have the ProteRion of the 
Vice-Roy, whoſe Kinſwoman ſhe 
was : ſhe: was with Child ſoon after 
D- 4 her 
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her Marriage, and Dox Lorenzo ſent 
her iato Spain, whither he hoped, 


13 a ſhort time to come toher, bur 


his unhappy Fate ſtayed him in the 
Indies, waere he gloriouſly loſt 
his Life, as you told me laſt night. 
Ferdinando Cortez, with whom he 
wentto joyn,ſo ſoon as he was fit to 
{ctSail again, having obſerved in ma- 
ny occaſions, that he was undaun- 
ted among(t the greateſt dangers, 
and that he always ated with a 
great deal of Conduct and Pru- 
dence, made him General of his 
Army : He found no reaſon to re- 
pent his having given him this em- 
ployment ; and he owed the Con- 
queſt of Mexico to his manage- 
ment. Cortez, who had not Forces 
enough, to undertake the Siege of 
the Capital of that Kingdom, made 
uſe of Do» Lorenzo to treat with 
Montezuma, and with his Caſſicoes, 
whoare the great Men of the Coun- 
try, indeavouring to perſuade 
them what a great advantage they 
would 
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would have from an Alliance be- 
tween the two Nations, by the ex- 
change of Merchandiſes brought 
from Europe, with'theirs; and the 
knowledge of the Arts and 
Trades which are uſed in Earope. 
This Prince had heard fo much of 
my Fathers Vertue, and 'ſincerity, 
and he ſpeaking to him with ſo 
much eloquence ; my Father obtat- 
ned of him what he deſired, not- 
withſtanding the endeavours that 
had been uſed to terrifie Montezuma 
by Propheſies, by which it was 
foretold, that the Monarchy of 
Mexico was to be deſtroyed by a 
People who were to come from 
the other end of the World:; the 
King went out to meet Cor?ez, and' 
made him to be carried in a Golden 
Chair, followed by all his Caſſcts,' 
with a moſt magnificent Equipage. 

He conducted this Illuſtrious Ge- 


neral into his Palace, - with the' _ 


ſound of many Inſtruments of mu- ' 
ſick, after the manner ofthe Coun- 
D 5 trey, 
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trey, and lodged him there, 1n a 
molt ſumptuous Appartment. 'But 
Montezuma was ill rewarded for 
the kind peception he gave to Cor- 
#ez; for WhiPſt he was a-ſlkep in 
his Chamber, the Spani/þ General 
came 4nto it, - under pretence 
of. diſcourſing with him, concern- 
ing ſome important buſineſs, and 
being followed by ſome Officers, 
who were entruſted with his de- 
ſign, ſeized not only upon his Per- 
ſon, but upon. all the Royal Fami- 
| Iy. The People provoked by fo 
black a treachery, took Arms, and 
beſieged Cortez in the Royal Pa- 
lace, and they had certainly put 
all the Spaniards to the Sword, 
who were not in a condition to- 
refiſt ſo. great a Multitude, if my 
Father had not appeaſed the Kings 
Juſt reſentment, and prevailed-with 
tum.to. appear (in. the Balcony, and 
command; the. Matineers 1:10 \lay 
down; their Arms. - Dov. Lorenzo did 
yet more, he treated with wy 

or 
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for Montezuma's ranſom, who promi- 
ſed to give him a Pike of Gold - 
in ſquare. This Prince performed 
on his part, all that he was enga- 
ged to. But Cortez, far from ſetting 
him at Liberty, as he had promiſed, 
cauſed him to be- ſtrangled with a 
cruelty beyond example, uſing all 
his Children with the ſame inhu- 
manity, excepting /melia whoſe 
beauty had charmed this barba- 
rous Tyrant. This Treaſon would 
have been the deſtruction of all the 
Spaniards, if my Father had not 
endeavoured to excuſe 'it to the 
Princeſs, and perſwaded her that 
the refuſal which: Montezuma had 
made to his General, of accepting 
of him for. his Son-in-Law , had 
- forced him to this Violence; he 
repreſented to 1ſmelzia, that Cortez 
would have been more -moderate, 
if he had been leſs in' Love, and 
that it would be fhore advantage- 
ous for her to fit with him upon 
the Throne: of her Fathers, than 


to 
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to undertake to revenge the death 
of Montezuma upon a man that 
would be ſupported by the grea- 
teſt Monarch in the World, /ſme- 
lia, yielding to his reaſons, appea- 
ted the People, and turned Chri- 
{tian ; but 'Correz, who was more 
Politique than Amorous, would 
not have his ſafety depend meerly 
upon the humour of a Woman, 
fortifyed himſelf in the Palace, and 
ſent for Ships and Artillery, to 
keep the Mexicans in awe ; when 
he ſaw his Power ſetled, he uſed 
1ſmelia without any reſpe&t, and 
looked 'upon her then but as his 
Slave. Don Lorenzo, who thought 
his Honour engaged toſupport the 
intereſt of a Princeſs,. who had ſuf - 
fered her ſelf to be guided by his 
Counſels, ſpoke of it with ſo much 
heat, to his General, that he there- 
by diſcovered himſelf her Lover ; 
Jealouſie joined it ſelf to the uſual 
ſeverity of, Cortez, who thought 
himſelf obliged at the ſame time, 

to 
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to puniſh Dox Lorenzo for the bold- 
neſs which he had ſpoken, and the 
Charms of the Princeſs, which had 
been able for ſome time to ſhcken 
his Courage ; but he would not 
put them to death, he contented 
himſelf with expoſing them upon 
the Sea in a Canoo, without Oars 
or Sails, and Proviſion which could 
laſt them but a ſew days; theſe 
two unfortunate Perſons, after ha- _ 
ving been fifteen daysa Play-game 
to the Wind and the Waves, ex- 
peting nothing but Death, either 
by a wrack or hunger, when they 
perceived a far off ſome Ships, - 
they made a ſign to them, with 
a piece of white Linnen, Pzzarro, 
who. commanded this Fleet, ſent 
out his long Boat to take them in ; 
after he came to, know the - name 
of my Father, and that of the. 
Princeſs, and the'adventure which 
had reduced them to ſo fad a Con- 
dition, he condemned the cruelty 
of Cortez, and offered them his 
Pro- 
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Prote&tion ; he aſſured Do» Lorenzo 
that it ſhould not be his fault, if his 


courage was not rewarded ; and. 
to give him ſome proots of this, he. 


defired him to accept of the Em- 
ployment of Vice-Admiral of his 
Fleet, which was then newly Va- 
cant; he afterwards addreſſed him- 
ſelf to the Princeſs, to whom he 
faid he took great part.in her miſ- 
fortunes, and proteſted to her, that 
he ſhould always preſerve that re- 
ſpe for her, which was due to 
her Merit and Birth ; after Dor 
Lorenzo had been received into this 
new Employment with a difcharge 
of all the Cannon, and with the 
ow applauſe of the Fleet, they 
eer'd their Courſe for Panama, 
whereP7zarrofound Don Diego Al- 
magro, Who had been his Compa- 
nion. Thediſcovery which he had 
made of Pers, this ambitious man, 
who was in hopes to have an e- 
qual power with P7zarro, as a re- 
ward due to his ſervices, could 
not 
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not endure to fee himſelf fallen 
from this hope, without ſhewing 
ſome concern at it, and reproach- 
ing him, that he had conſidered 
only his own intereſt. Do# Loren- 
20 indeavoured to reconcile them, 
and by-his skill efftcRed it, he pre- 
vaited with. Pizarro to give Alma- 


gro the command of a Squadron, 


and was willing himſelf ro ſerve 
under him, the two Generals lived 
in very good correſpondence during 
the reſt of the Voyage. And after 
the Army landed, Dox Dzego re- 
mainedto guard the Ships, whilſt 
Pizarro- marched forward into the 
Countrey.; all the Towns which 
were in his paſſage opened their 
Gates to him, and he marched 
diretly to Cuſco the Capital City 
of the Kingdom. Attabalippa, ha- 
ving had notice of his ſucceſs, came 
againſt him with a great Army, 
but! it :was. to his-ſhame, for he 
was beaten-and taken- Priſoner, this 
Prince promiſed Pizarro 200 ooh 
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fand Marks of Gold for his Ran- 
ſom ; but whilſt he ſought after 
pretenſions, to defer the Execution 


of this Treaty, he hired men to- 


aſlaſlinate Pizarro : The General 
would not be his. own _ 
for this attempt, but left the ju 

ment of it to the Council of War, 
who having heard thoſe that 47 
. tabalippa would have employed 
in this Action, and finding the 
Plot fufficiently proved, condem- 
ned this unhappy Prince to have 
his Head cut oft; which Sentence 
was executed upon him, at the 
Head of the Army, which was 
drawn up in battel to be preſent 
at it. The news of the death of 
Attabalippa being carried to Cuſco, 
its [nhabitants ſent Deputies to P;- 
zarro, to offer him the Keys of their 
City, and he ſome few days after- 
wards made his entry into it with 
great Magnificence. Jfmelia fol 
lowed the Army, being reſolved 
not to leave Don Lorenzo ; who be- 


ing 
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ing come to Caſco,received there the 
News of the death of 7ereſamendez 
your Mother ; after time had quali- 
fied the grief, which the loſs of fo 
dear a Perſon had cauſed in him, he 
thought he could not repair it better 
than by marrying ſmelia, vvith 
vvtroſe vertue he had been charmed. 
This Princeſs lookt upon this marri- 
age aSa con(iderableadvantagein the 
change of her Fortune ; and grati- 
tude, vvhich had prepoſleſſed her 
Heart in favour of Do» Lorenzo, 
made her find ſome ſatisfaCtion in 
being able to make a firm - con- 
junction betvveen their © Fates; 
their Wedding vvas celebrated 
vvith all the Pomp vvhich -the 
diſorders of War would allovv. 
A few days after, my Father was 
forced to leave his new Wife, to 
go to fight againſt Rominaguz, Son- 
in-Law to the deceaſed King, who 
had gathered together an Army in 
the Province of Quitto, whilſt Pi- 
zarro was making an end of' re- 


ducing. - | 
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ducing that of Cuſco, Fortune was 
favourable to both ; for Rominagat, 
who was overcome in two Battels, 
was forced to abandon the Province 
of Quztto, and to retire into that of 
Chill; : My Father would not pur- 
ſue him thither, but returned to 
Pizarro, who had ordered him to. 
Join with him: This General having 
. had notice,that A4/magro, being Jea- 
lous of the Reputation he hadgain- 
ed, had Landed the Forces which. 
remained in the Ships, and having 
ſeized upon the Maritime Towns, 
he endeavoured to make himſelf 
Soveraign of all the Country on 
the Sea ſide, Pizarro marched a- 
gainſt him with his Army, and ſo 
intimidated the Mutineers by his 
diligence, that they ſeiſed upon the 
Perſon of Almagro, and delivered 
him into his hands, who proſecu- 
ted him at a Council of War,which 
having Condemn'd. him, Sentence 
was executed upon this great Cap- 
tain, who would have gained a 
great 
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great deal -of Honour, if he had 
had leſs Ambition. After | his 
Death every thing remained quiet, 
and Pizarro, who was now JjoyN- 
ed by my Father's Forces, went to 
attack Rominagui in the Province 
of Chi1/z, where, in his march, he 
took in the Town of Los Royes. 
Almagro left a Natural Son, 
who had ſerved in the Army in 
confiderable Employments ; this 
Man, who was bold and underta- 
king, reſolving to revenge the 
Death of his Father, entered, one 
morning, the Caſtle of the Town 
of Los Royes, where the General 
was Lodged,. and being followed 
by a company of reſolute Men, 
who were engaged in the Conſpi- 
racy, by the hopes of a great re- 
ward, he ſtabb'd the General in his 
Bed, and cut to pieces all thoſe 
who indeavoured to oppoſe his 
paſſage. The ſucceſs of this Enter- 
priſe having raiſed the Courage of 
the Friends of 4/magyo, they took 


up

up Arms, and being drawn toge- 
ther in an openplace, which 1s in 
the middle of the Ciry, they made 
choice of his Son for General of the 
Army, Don Lorenzo, who thought 
he had great reaſon to fear the Fury 
of the Mutineers, by reaſon of. the 
Friendſhip which Pizarro had had 
for him, went ſecretly to Cuſco, to 
take my Mother, whom he found 
delivered of me, and he carried her 
with great diligence to the Sea fide, 
where he went on board his Ship, 
before the news of the Death of 
Pizarro had been publiſhed in the 
Fleet, and retired with her to the 
' Molucca Iſlands, where he hoped to 
be in fafety, by the Intereſt he 
had with the Relaticns of your 
Mother. He reſolved to ſtay there 
until he knew the Emperours 
thoughts, concerning this a@ion 
of young Almagro, and he lived 
thereten.years in great Tranquility. 
Iwas about fourteen years old, when 
Charles V. ſent Yaldivia to *- 
- cee 
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ceed Pizarro, who ſent Orders to 
my Father, to take upon him again 
his formjer Command, which he 
mightexerciſe without any fear of 
the Mutineers, he having made an 
Exampleof their Chief. Dox Lo- 
renzo, having received this advice, 
departed, in order to his return in- 
to the Province of Chi/l;, where 
this new General then was, and I 
ſtayed with my Mother, who died 
four years after the departure of Doy 
Lorenzo. When I found my ſelf. 
ſtrong enough to bear Arms, I went 
on Shipboard to find my Father at 
Penco, of which Ya/d:viahad given 
the Government to him. I had a 
Siſter younger than my ſelf by 
ſome years, who was ſo like me, 
that we were often taken the one' 
for the other, if we were not di- 
ſtinguiſhed by our Habits ; and 
ſhe choſe rather to follow me, than 
to remain in a ſtrange Countrey 
alone. 


Our 
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Our Voyage was happy but the 
firſt day, for the next day the 
Wind changed, and there aroſe ſo 
violent a ſtorm, that we thought 


every moment we ſhould periſh. 


My Siſter, who had never before 
ſeen the inconſtancy of this Ele- 
ment, repented more than once of 
her having undertaken this Voy- 
age ; but I did what I could to 
comfort. her, tho' I my ſelf was 
not wholly void of Fear. Fortune 
vyhich hada mind to give us ſome 
reſpite, to make us aftervvards 
more ſenſibly feel her blows,appea» 
ſed the Winds, and made the Sea as 
Calm,as vvhen vve came on board. 
Scarce had vve eſcaped this danger, 
before vve found our ſelves expo- 

ſed to another, vvhich vvas mnck 
greater; vve diſcovered vvithin' 
Cannon ſhot ſix great Engliſh Men 

of War, vvhich vve could not fee 

before, by reaſon of the agitation 

of the Waves; we were too near 

to avoid fighting, and too weak to 


reſiſt them. We

We having then Peace with Eng- 
land, we thought they would ſut- 
fer usto follow our Courſe, but 
they coming on board our Ship, 


| under pretence of ſearching for 
- Counterband Goods, made them- 


ſelves Maſters of it, and made all 
in the Ship go downinto the Hold, 
but my Siſter and my ſelf, who 
were carried on board the Admiral; 
we were preſented to Winch, who 
Commanded- this Fleet, and we 
were received by him, with greater 
Civility, than we could expe&t 
trom a Man, who paſſed for the 
moſt terrible Privateer that failed 
upon the Seas. He made excuſes 
for the ſeverity which was uſed to- 
wards thoſe ofqur Ship, which he 
pretended were taken in a Fault ; 
altho* I eaſily perceived that- this 
was bnt a Pretence,toConfiſcate the 
Merchandiſe we had on board ; yet 
[durſt not but agree with him, in 
what he ſaid, leſt he ſhould uſe us 
with more ſeverity. He orderd 

: rwo 
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two Spaniſh Captains, which ſerve 
- 1n his Fleet,to take care of us; andI 
ſhould have wonder'd what made 
him treat us with ſo much difference 
from thereſt, had I not obſerved 
that he lo&ked upon my Siſter 
with very paſhonate Eyes. 

When we were retired into+the 
Cabbin which was allotted for us, 
a Servant, which was appointed to 
attend us, came to us, and told us 
in Spaniſh, (thinking he was not 
underftood by the two Off- 
cers who followed us) that he had 
been ſome time in England, and 
. that underſtanding that Language, 
he ſtayed with Winch, after we left 
him,to learn his thoughts; he added 
alſo,that he had heard him ſay,That 
he valued more the Prize he had 
now taken, than all that he had got 
ſince he had paſſed the Line,becaule 
of a young Lady he had ſent for on 
. board, and which he intended-to 
make his Miſtreſs, 


« After 
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After this Youth had ended his 
Diſcourſe, 4/varez and” Velaſquez, 
(for ſothe two Spaniſh Officers were 
called,) aſſured vs, that we needed 
not be in fear for” the Honour of 
my Siſter, and that. they would 
both dye, together with all their 
Friends, rather than ſuffer any Vi- 
olence tobe uſed towards us,  \A4l- 
varez, to diſperſe our fears with 
the more eaſe, ſpoke to us thus, 
We were, my Brother and I, both 
born in Cordua 3 we had an Eſtate 
near to the Town, where one of our 
Neighbours had a mind to Hunt, and 
we endeavour d to hinder him from 
i, _ which, coming to blows, ' he 
was killed in the Fray: We remained 
ſome time concealed in Cordua,* in 
the Houſe of a Friend; but iving 
heard we were Condemned to Death 
for Contumacy, and our Eſtate Con- 
fiſcated, we fled into England;where 
we - came *'to 'be acquainted” with 
Winch: 7: was at the time whenbe 
ſet-out on bis Voyage; and he offering 
| | FE to

zo each of us the Command of a Ship, 
we were very glad to. embrace this 
offer, . when we durſt not return into 
our own Country; and we ought to 
think our ſelves extreamly happy,that 
2 gives us an opportunity of doingSer- 
wice toPerſons, who are able caſuly 
t0 obtain our Pardons from the Em- 
perour. Aﬀter we had returned 
their Civility, and that we had aſ- 
ſured them, that we would uſe all 
the Intereſt of Dox Lorexzo, to [et- 
tle them againin their Eſtates. -We 
asked their advice, how we ſhould 
behave.our ſelves.

which he had defign'd to do by 

Cunning, he. aroſe from his ſear, 

and pretending to go to reach a 
Cup, he drew out his Hanger, and 
ſguck YYinch ſo.greata Blow, that 
he ſevered his Head: from his Bo- 
dy ; he went afterwards and run 
one of the Privateers Servants 
through, who was bringing ſome 
Sweet-meats, Which were torgot- 
ren in the Ship, before he knew of 
his - Maſters Death; he that re- 
mained fell upon his Knees to beg 
his Life of us,but we were forced to 
ſacrifice it to our own ſafety. After 
we were rid of all our Enemies we 
returned to the Seaſide, and gave 
Alvarez the Signal which we had 
agreed upon, being a Handkerchief 
held up upon the end of a Stick ; 
he anſwered it by a Broad-ſide upon 
a Ship of the contrary Party, which 
was nextto him, and his example 
was followed by AZlington, and

Night was ſo dark, and the fmoak 
of the Cannon ſo thick, that” we 
could not ſee any thing more.” A 
little while after the Clonds; - with 
which the Heavens were covered, 
broke with ſo terrible a Noiſe, and 
the Rain fell in ſo great abundance, 
that we were forced to ſeek for 
ſhelter in this Rock, although the 
Thunder and the Lightning,which 
frightned us, had nothing in them 
but what was Natural, we thought 
that the Heavens, diſpleaſed with 
our having fo lately ſpilt fo much 
Blood, had fent this Tempeſt, as a 
mark of its Anger. When the Thun- 
der had ceaſed chiding for a while, 
the Waves beat againſt each other 
with ſo much violence,and were raf- 
ſed toſuch a height,that we thought 
they were jult going to overwhelm 
us ; the Winds which were ſhutup in 
| thisRock,made ſuch terribleEcchoes, 
thatwe feared, every minute, we 
ſhould be buried under jts Ruines. 
I had not Courage enovgh to reſiſt 
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ſo many Alarms, and I: fell into 
a Swoon, out of which. I was re: 
covered by the Lamentations, of 
Felaſquez, He had been out, a- 
bout , day-break, towards the 
Sea-{ide, where he ſaw the Wracks 
of three of the Ships of Winch his 
Fleet, which had ſuffered Ship» 
awrack againſt this Rock. The vio- 
lence 'of the Tempeſt had carried 
' from the Shore the Bodies that were 
drowned, and there appearing on- 
Ly pieces of Maſts, Boards, -and. 0- 
ther heavy things, which were 
more capable of reliſting the Waves, 
 Pelaſquez could not judge of which 
ſide thoſe were that had ſuffered 
Shipwrack; however, in this 
goubr, he could not avoid ſhew- 
ing his ſurprize vvith continual La- 
mentations, Which vvere ſo loud, 
that they cameto my Ears. Taroſe 
immediately, and ran tovvards the 
place vvhere I heard his voice, 'to 
knevy vvhat nevv Misfortunes 
-yvevvere expoſed to ; he ſhevved 
me 
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me the ſubje& of his Complaints; 
and the Sea being calm, . I looked 
out on all ſides, to ſee _if I could 
diſcover any of the Veſſels 'of our 
Friends, but I faw nothing. tut 
the fad Wracks which Yelaſquez had 
ſhewed me at firſt ; Ithought that. b 
had no more reaſon to doubt” but 
that the Fleet was loſt, and that the 
Anger of Heaven had puniſhed the 
* Innocent with the Guilry. - The 
tear with which I was ſeized, at 
this.cruel reflection, made me fall 
222in into my fir{t fort of Indiſpo- 
firion. Velaſquez, who ſaw me 
ſtagger, came forwards to ſupport 
, me, and having made his Servants 
bring ſome water, he threw 1t 1n 
my Face, to make me come to my 
felt; he made me fit down ugpn 
a bundle of Sea-weeds, and per- 
ceiving me to open my Eyes, he 
endeavourd to perſuade me (to dif 
ſipate my Fears,) that Heaven wzs 
to0-juſt, to have preſerved an 1n- 
famous Pyrate, rather 'than thoſe 
Who 
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| who had taken upon them the pro- 
tection of oppreſt Virtue ; he aſſt 
red me, that, before Night, we 
ſhould fee the three Veſſels, which 
cauſed our Fears, come back again 
totake us up,that we might continue 
our Voyage. He toldme, that if we 
ſtayed any longer without having 
any news of them, we ought to be- 
lieve they were forced into ſome 
Neighbouring Port, to repair the 
dammages they ſuſtained by this laſt 
ſtorm. As we are aÞt to believe what 
we defire, the reaſons which Yelaſ- 
9aez urged quieted a little my mind; 
but when we had ſtayed three days, 
- and I found that our Vittuals be- 
gan to grow ſhort, and that we 
had no news, either of Alvarez or 
Ablington, | relapſed into my for- 
mer melancholy. We reſolved to 
get up to the top of the Mountain, 
to ſeek after ſome inhabited place ; 
and we letic one of our Servants at 
the Sca-fide, to deſire our Friends 
to ſtay for us there, if they ſhould 
| come 
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come to Land in that place. We 
went about the Rock, but we found 
it fo ſteep, that it was impoſſible 
for-us to get up to the top ; and 
after having wearied Our felves, 
without ſucceſs, for feveral hours, 
we were forced to return back 
to the place from whence we came. 
We ſtayed there two days, with- 
out having any hopes of an end of 
our Afﬀlictions ; we began to pre- 
pare our felves for Death, .as a 
thing we were certain of. We were 
ſo: wearied with diſcovering the 
Country, that notwithſtanding 
our deſperate Condition, we ſlepr 
as ſoundly, as if we had had in as 
bundance all things neceflary for 
Life. I was the' firſt up in the 
morning, riling at break of day, 
and ufing my uſual Exerciſe, | went 
to the Sea-fide. After having walk- 
ed on all ſides, and looked abour, 
to find with my doubting Eyes ſuc- 
cour, which did not come, I would 
have returned back the ſame way [ 
came, 
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came,. but T was ſeized with fear, 
at the- ſight of a terrible Lyon, 
whictrcame towards me. ' I cryed 
out aloud, which brought Yelaſquez 


to my help. One would have - 


thought this Beaſt had been ſenſi- 


ble.ot my Fear; he appeared to. 


me ſo gentle and loving. He let 
fall at my Feet a wild Kid, which 
he brought '+n his Mouth, and 
rolling: himſelf upon the Sand, 1n- 
vited me, by this action, to.come 
to ſtroak him : I was ſq afrighted, 
that, far from going to him, could 
not {tand upon my Legs. My Com- 
panion, who was bolder than T, 
and as he was as willing to be de- 
voured by the. Lyon, as to dye 
with Hunger, he made a fign to 
one of his Servants, to carry © a- 
_ way his Prey, whulſt he ſhould 
play with the Lyon. He went to- 
wards this furious Animal, and: ha- 
ving - ventured ſeveral times to 
ftroak his ſides with his hands, he 


| found him ſo tame, that he became 


bolder, 


—_— 
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bolder, and /put his Hand in his 
Mouth, and plaid with him, as if 
he had beehahittle Lap Dog. But 
when he-ſaw his Servant had hid- 
den his ' theft, he made an end of 
his dangerous Play, and went a- 
way. from the Lyon, which ' te- 
turned ſoftly back the ſame way 
by, which: he came, *: :, -* 

: :When'we had loſt fight of the 
Lyon, we cut down ſome Boughs 
from- the | Trees, the dryeſt we 
cauld find, and. having lighted a 
Fire with twoFlints, upon a heap 
of dyed Leaves, we :dreſt,: alter 
the faſhion of the Country, the. 
Veniſon, which the Noble Beaſt 
had hunted, 'and had been cut up 
by our Servants. Hunger made us 
reliſh this Meat - more deliciouſly 
thanany we had ever been at, and 
we only wiſhed that the Lyon 
would continue to be our Purvey- 
or. Our Hopes were not deceived,

And 
Duels | being forbidden then in 
France, the tear I had of being ta- 
ken Priſoner, - made. me, without 
delay, take Poſt 'for. Lyons, [and 
then repaſſed the Alpes. 

I heard, at Turin, that Ferdinand 
was come back into his Dominions, 
that, King Charles was dead, that 
my Maſter had ſucceeded him, by 
the name of Lewis the twelfth, and 
that 'he. had entered into a 
League with Spain for the Con- 
queſt -ofxthe Dutchy of Milan, and 
the Kingdom of Naples, Although 
I had a great deal to hope for in . 
France, from the goodneſs of the 
new King, who had been ſo-kind 
to me when I ſerved: hm; yet the 
love of my Countrey made .me 
reſolve to take a Command in the 
Spaniſh Army, ſo ſoon as it was

"He ſent each of them with an 
Army of between four and five thou-

Their Conduct was as different as 
their humour. The Conſtable came 
to Bourdeaux, where he left terrible 
marks of the diſpleaſure of a Prince 
juitly irritated, Guiſe overrun $4in- 
tonge , Poitou and Aunis..

Aﬀer having ſpent the day un 
giving orders, and cauſing them to 
be put in execution, he employed

Andindeed he made ſeveral. Try- 
als, which only tended to that end 
ſometimes making. ridiculous de- 
mands, as when he made a propoſal 
to Gniſe of coming out of the Town 
to confer with him, ſometimes ma- 
king ſuch complaints as there was 
noground for, and in which it-was 
impoſhble to give him ſatisfaRion, 
But Gai/e knowing the man he had 
to-dowith, and the reaſons" there 
| were to manage him, he governed 
himſelf ſo dexterouſly, ſometimes 
granting one thing, and fometimes

; Letter from Lewis 4 Avils General

Giſe being informed of this de- 
ſign, and ſeeing the Enemies were 
ranging in Battle, he on his ſide pre- 
1 pared to receive them.

The reſt could not be ſaved other- | 
wile than by a Retreat, which he | 


was forced to reſolve of, notwith- 


ſtanding all the Oaths he had made | 


of taking the Town, It was 
then he was heard to ſay, That 
Fortune abandoned him to run to 


his Rival, who was younger than 
he. 


Perhaps, never was 2 more 
ſhameful Retreat ſeen. The Empe- 
rour, who, it may be ſaid, made' his 
eſcape 
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eſcape to Thioxville, had before his 
departure the vexation_ of ſecing 
thoſe he befieged come and kill his 
Soldiers in the very ſight of his © 
uarters, The Duke of Ava dil- 
lodged in the Night, without beat 
of Drum, leaving all the Ammunt- 
tion.in the Camp, and all the Tents 
ſtanding.” Gsiſe having cauſed four 
pieces of Canon to be brought into 
a little Iſland, he pointed them 
againſt the. Tents of A4lbert, and 
quickly commanded: him to follow- 
the reſt. |

the Biſhop of Ya/ence, whoſe Senti-. 
ments were but too much ſufpeced.. 
He repreſented to her that it was a- 
g4inſt the Kings honour and: Con- 
ſcience, 'to ſuffer the excefles that 
were daily committed in his very 
Family, contrary to the Religion he: 
made profeſſion of, But ſeeing that 
his Remonſtrances were to no pur- 
poſe, and that this Princeſs only 
conſidered things as they might aug» 
ment or diminiſh her Authority, he 
begun to withdraw tum/elf ſrom her 
1atereſts, The

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The Marſhal de Saint Andre did 


 dexteroully make uſe:of thar Con- 


juncture to-unite the Coxſtable with. 
Guiſe, who deſired nothing more: : 
He: ſucceeded. in his undertaking, 
Theſe two Lords had ever had a 
very pure and fincere affection for 
the. Catholick Religion, and we 
may ſay that it is to them Fraxce is. 
indebted for. the 'Conlervation of 

it in. that Kingdom, | 
. Thus they paſſed over the ſeveral 
Intereſts which ſeparated them from. 
ancanether, and forgot their anci-. 
ent Enmities, to unite themſelves. 
in the Deſign of oppoſing. the en- 
terprizes of. the Hugoxots, The 
Gonftavle went to the Communion 
with Guiſe on Eaſter-day, and in the 
Evening they ſupped together at the 
Conſtable's Houle, with the Prince, 
ob Foinville, Gaiſe's Son, and the: 
Marſhal de Saint Andre, The Con- 
Fable going aſterwards to Chartil'y,. 
@xiſe retired to his Houle at Name 
zeal; which 1s not. far diſtant, and: 
| {rom; 
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from whence he wrote to him very: 
often. He ſtayed there till Spring; 
and rhen followed the X4#g who was: 
going to be Crowned at Rhcimes. 

Upon the occaſion of this Cere- 
mony, there aroſe a diſpute for pre- 
cedence between Gniſe and the Prixs- 
ces of the Blood, "the {ource of which. 
was as followeth, 

There was formerly but twelve-- 
Peers of France, fix” Eccleſiafticks, 
and fix Laicks : But all the Titles of. 
the Laicks having been ſuppreſled, 
whether by the. Re-union of their : 
Lands to the Crown, or otherwile, 
the Kings have reſcrved- to them-- 
ſelves the power of honouring with 
that Quality thoſe they ſhall think- 
fit, without confiningthemſelves to - 
the number which is -no longer: li- 
mited. However, for- the preſer-. 
ving the memory of the firſt Inſti- 
tution, the Cuſtom is, That at the.: 


| Coronation. of Kings, beſides the: 


ſix Eccleſiaſtick Peers. who aſliſt: 
23. the Ceremany,. fix. others are: 
choſen; 
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. choſen_ from -amongſt- the Laicks, 
who repreſent the fix ancient ones, 
._ and who aſſiſting there only in Qua- 
lity of Peers, have no other 
Rank amongſt them than that of 
their Sentority, without having re- 
gard to the. Offices they are other- 
wile poſleſſed of : Infomuch, by ex- 
ample, that a meer Gentleman 
would takeplace there of the Cox- 
' ſtable, if he had been made Peer be- 
fore him, 

The diſpute was to know if this 
Cuſtome ought to reach ' to the 
Princes of the Blood. The Prince of 
Montpenſier pretended to go. before 
Gaiſe, though Guife was a more an- 
- "lent Peer than he. | He (aid that 
the quality of a Prince of the Blood 
eminently contained all the others , 
and that this was the reaſon that 
thoſe who had the honour to be (o, 
' did not rake their Rank among them 
according to their Dignities, but 
according as they were more or leſs 
related to the Xin7s Perſow, Guile 
| | made 
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made anſwer, That Montpenſier not 
aſſiſting at that Ceremony as Prince 
of the Blood, but only as . Peer of 
France, his quality oughr not to re- 
gulate the precedence in that occaſi- 
on. But his beſt-reaſon; was, thay 
Cuſtome was for him z his Father 
at the Coronation 'of We xxy the: $2- 
coad, and he himſelf at that of Frax- 
cis the Second, having preceeded. 
the Princes of the Blood. Thus he 
walked immediately after the King 
of Navarye, and before the - Prince 
of Montpenſier, though Prince A- 
lexayaety, who was: afterwards 
King, under the name of Henry the 
Third, went before the King of Na- 
UVAYTE. 

As it was difficult, after what had 
paſſed;. but that the Prince of Conde, 
who was at Court, ſhould daily - 
meet with Guiſe, without ſhowing 
him his diſpleaſure in ſuch a man- 
ner as might have 'very ill conſe- 
quences, there was an accommoda- 
tion propoſed. between them, which

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was effeQed after this manner. The 
King having ſent for them both to 
him, in the preſence of all the Court, 
andchaving ordered Gui/e to' ſpeak 
firſt; he told: the. Prance::. Sir, 7 
neither have had, nor would have had 
a hand in any thing which ſhould he 
againſt your Honour or your Life, nor 
was { the Author, Motive, nor In+ 


L.- ſtigator of your Impriſonment :: To 


which the Prince made anſwer : Sr; 
look upon the Perſon orPerſons as baſe 
and wicked,who were the occaſion of it. 
Thereupon Guiſe replyed : 7 am of 
the ſame Opinion; but it does not" at 
all touch me, After-which the King 
deſired them to embrace one ano- 
ther, and to remain good Friends, 
In the mean time the Admira!s 
Credit augmented every: day, and 
Guiſe not being able ro bear with 
the publick contempt there was had 
of Religion, nor perhaps of-the db 
minution of his Authority, with- 
drew to his own Houſe, after having 
complained to the Queen of the Pro- 
tection: 
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tection ſhe gave to the Hugonors. 
The Conſtable, the Marſhal of Saint 
Andre, the Cardinal of Lorrain, and 
the Duke of Nemours were all of the 
ſame Cabal, 'and retired likewiſe at - 
the ſame time, 4 

Gniſe did not remain idle in his Re- 
treat. He intereſſed the King of 
Spain in his diſcontent : and this 
Prince ſhared in itthe more willing- 
ly, in that he ſought nothing more, 
than an occaſion of ſhowing his 
Zeal for the Catholick Religion, 'by 
ſeizing on the reſt of the Territories 
of the Xing of Nevarre, who open-. 
ly countenanced the Hugonots. 

Guiſe advantageouſly made uſe of 
that occafion with Anthony, who 
was naturally fearful, He thereup- 
on promiſed him a match between 
him” and Mary Steward, and to 
cauſe the Kingdom of Scotland 'to 
be given him, or to-cauſe the King 
of Sp4z# to deliver to him Sardaign. 

. Anthony, who knew himſelf well 
enough, to judge that of himſelf he 
could 
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could never oblige the Xing of Spain 
to:reſtore Navarre to him, liſtened 
greedily to theſe propoſitions ; and 
was at length ſo well perſwaded, 
that he entered into very firict 
engagements with Gmwiſe, and 
withdrew himſelf wholly from the 
Hugonots Party, which his Brother 
the Prince of Conde was the Head of. 
Then G«iſe knowing that having 
the King of N4vayre on his ſide,who 
was Lieutenant General of the King- 
dom, he ſhould be ſtronger than hisE- 
nenyes,he reſoly2d toreturn toParis, 
where he was impatiently expected. 
As he paſſed through Yaſſy,a ſmall 
City of Champagne, word was 
brought him, that the Hugonrs held 
their mecting in a Barn hard by. A 
Company of inſolent and uſeleſs 
people,who areever following great 
Partns, run thither immediately, 
and who never ſhow any Zeal to 
their Religion, but by out-raging 
thoſe who were not of it : They be- 
gun to exclaim againſt the Hegonots, 
| . calling 
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calling them Dogs and Rebels to 
their King. Thele injuries were re- 
pulſed by others: in ſhort, they 
came to blows, and Guiſe .ryunning 


thither.to-put anend to this diſor-. 


der, received by chance a blow 
with a Stone, which covered all;his 
' Face with Blood. Theg his Dome- 
ſticks, believing their Violence au- 
thorized by his wound, could not 
be withheld by his threatnings or 
his Prayers: they fell upon the Hu- 
gonots, who had not Armes ; there 
was about two hundred wounded 
in that unlucky Encounter, and near 
Gxty killed upon the place. | 

his is what was called the Maſ- 
ſacre of Vaſſy, and which has been 
lo diverlly reported, according to 
the ſeveral intereſts of thoſe who 
bave written thereof, inſomuch 
that one Writer has had the Conk- 
dence to affirm, that Guiſe led his 
| Men to the attacque of that 
Bars, as to an Aſſault, the Trum- 
pets founding, and himſelf march- 
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Ing at the head of them with his 
Sword drawn. WW ge 

The Prince of Conde, waiting only 
foran occaſion to be ftirring, did 
not fail to make a great Buſtle for 
what happened at Yaſſy. Francour 
and Bez4 cameto the King at Mon- 
ceanx, to complain thereof, in the 
name of al the Hugonet Party. But 
the Xing of Navarre, being no lon- 
ger on their ſide, treated them as ſe- 
 dittous 1n the Xi»gs preſence, and 
| fent them back with tmall fatisfaRi- 
ON, 

But the Quee»,who countenanced 
the Hugconors more than ever, had 
entered into ſuch ſtrict engage- 
ments with the Prince of Coxde, and 
the Admiral, that they governed in 
her name. - In ſhort, the: Catholick 
Religion was upon the'point of be- 
ing bantſhed France, if Guiſe, the 
Conſtable, and the Marſhal de Saint 
Andre, who ſaw that on 1ts ruin 
thar of tlieir Authority ' depended, 

had not reſolved to oppoſe vigo- 
=y rouſly 
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rouſly all that the Queez ſhoulddo in 
order to 'its deſtruction. The H#- 
gonots herevpon called this Qnion 
tne Triumwirate, 

The buſinefs of Yaſſy had made ſo 
much noiſe, .as thatit was impoſſi- 
ble but that it ſhould have very ill 


Cenſequences; and Gui/ſe meditated _ | 


a Journey -to Paris that was ſul- 
pected by the Prince of Conde and 
the Queey, He was come from +| 
Foixville to his houſe of Nanteml, 
where hereceived Letters, by which 
ihe ordered him not to go to Paris, 
and to come to the King without 
being accompanied, But Gziſe, find- 
ing himſelf ſupported by the King of 
Navarre, and , being, willing to 
make known to the Hugonots that he 
did not fear them, made an{wer,that 
he was taken up with receiving his 
Friends, and that after he ſhould 
have acquitted himſelf of that De- 
voir, he would ſee what he had to | 
do. The Marſhal de Saint Anare © 
uſed the ſame language, and _ 
| cac 
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the Qzeen, who ordered him to 
retire trom his Government, that 
conſidering the poſture Aﬀairs were 
in, 1t was the Duty of his place 
not to abandon the Kings Perſon, 
However, notwithſtanding the 
©geens Orders, Gniſe came to . Paris 
with a numerous Train. The Pro- 
voſt of the Merchants and the Sheriffs 
went to mieet [:im,and the people re- 
ceived himas a Manſent from Hea- 
ven for the preſervation of their Re- 
ligion: And indeed there was no 
longer any hopes but in him, The 
2Queenſeemed to approve of the en- 
| | terprizes of the Hrgon0rs,inſtead of 
. ſuppreſſing them, and her prote&ti. 
on had rendered them fo inſolentr, 
that they daily. committed new 
Diſorders, inſomuch that the Prieſts 
could hardly carry the Hoſt through 
the-Streets, without being expoled 
to the inſ{ultsof the Rabble, 
The Quzen, outraged at Guiſes 
- contemning her Orders, and fearing 
the effects of che ſtrict Union that 
was 
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was formed between him: and the 
King of Navarre,relolved tounmask, 
and to- put her own and the Kings 
Perſonintothe hands of the Prince 
of Conde, The Prince was at Paris 
with a great Train'when Gaiſe arrt- 
ved there, He went from, thence - 
ſome days after, upon Condition 
that Guiſe ſhould do the like, and 
retired to his Houſe de a Ferte, 
where he ſecretly raiſed Men, and 
took meaſures with the Queer for 
the putring. their deſign in Execu- 
tion. 

Guiſe, who let nothing eſcape his 
knowledge, ſeeing of what moment 
it was to prevent them, put a Gar- 
riſon of fifteen hundred Men into 
Paris, and being followed by a great 
number of armed Men, and ac- 
companied by the King of Navarre, 
whoſe timidity he reafſured by his 
Reſolution, he went to the Queer 
at Fontainbleas, 


He 
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He repreſented to her that the 
Prince of Conde was arming under- 
- hand; that he was juſtly ſuſpe&ted of 
having dangerous deſigns , and that 
it was not convenient. the King 
ſhould remain any longer in a place 
. Where hewas too much expoſed to 
the attempts that might be made 
; Upon his Perſon, 

The Qxecen,ſurprized to ſee her (elf 
diſcovered, asked them with-great 
- Concern,tf they had forgot there(pect 
that was due to her, and if they were 
come to ule violence? To which 
Guiſe made anſwer for the King of 
Navarre and himſelf, we know, 


Madam,. the reſpect that is due to 


you, and we will never. be wanting 
in it, as long as we live; but we 
ounht to anſwer to the State for the 
Kings Perſon, You are Miſtreſs, and 
may ſtay here as long as you pleaſe , but 
the fidelity we owe our Prince, obliges 
us to carry bim this very day to a place 
where he may have nothing to fear 
from his Rebel Subjetts, And im- 
mediately 
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mediately they carried the Kizp to 
Paris , and the Q#een, not being a+ 
ble to hinder it, was ob li to 
follow them, after having written 
a Letter to the Prince of Comde, 
to teſtifie to him how ſorry ſhe was 
that they had been ſo prevented by 
their Enemies. 

It is certain, thatit is this enter- 
prize that has preſerved the Catho- 
lick Religion in the Kingdom z for 
conſidering the ſtate things were in; © 
the two Partics being equal, it was 
calie to ſee that that which could 
have the Kings Perſon on its fide, * 
would be looked upon as the Loyal 
Party,and that the others would be 
conſidered as Rebels. The King was 
not of an age to make choice himſelf 
of a Religon, and the Regent, who, 
according to all appearances,affeted: 
noone in particular, ſeemed fully 
determined to inſpire him with that 
which {hould ſuit beſt with the de- 
ſign ſhe had of being always at the 


Helm, 
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The Prixce of Conde' was prepa- 
ring 'to go-to Fontarntbleau with 
the Men he had about him, when 
he learnt/chat' he was prevented. 
Then {ceing that there were no more 
hopes for him, but'in open force; 
and believing he ſhould ſtill be; fup- 
ported by the Queen, .he ſeized on 
Orleans , and having thereby given 
a Signal to the Rebellion, allthe 
beſt Cities of the Kingdom found 
themſelves almoſt at the fame time 
inthe hands of the Zingonces, 27 
' . The Queex, who till + then had 
countenanced them, ſeeing her lelf 
in the power of the Catholicks, be- 


b gun to act as it ſhe had always been 


inthe 1atereſt of theſe laſt; and 
While:the wrote ſecret Letters to the 
Prance of Conde, wherein the im- 
puted to Gaiſe all the misfortunes 
that had already happened to rhe 
Kingdom, and thole it was threat- 
ned with forthe future : She treated 
the Huyozots 4n publick as Rebels, 
and took meaſures1n Council - re- 
duce

duce them'by force of Afins. ' Some 
| days were fpentin proclaiming Ma- 
aifefto's on both ſides, © and #n ma- 
kin Pfopoſitions for-2n accomoda- 
tion, which'could not fail of'bting 
abortive, becauſe neither of" the 
two'Parties had a mind to Peace.” 

The Prince of :Conde pretended to 

ove by 'I.etters from 'the Queen, 
that he had taken Arms by her Or- 
der, and that he only; kept himſelf 
in that poſture to free the Kg and 
her out of the Captivity they were 
detaine {in by the 77441mvirare:* The 
King' iſſued out Declarptions 'whol- 
ly contrary, and wherein he aſſured 
that the Qceen'and himſelf were at 
full lzberry. 

But confidering the Circumſtan- 
ces the Queen was then under, the 
enterprizzs' of the Prince of Conde 
were of no uſe to her, and the ifſue 
of them could not be otherwiſe than 
a Civil War,that would be very fatal 
to both Þ aries, Wherefore ſhe cauſed 
ſeyeral Propoſitions, of Perce to be 

F 2 .made 
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made him ; and at length engaged 


him to declare by writing, That 


for theputung an end to the troubles 
which divided the Kingdom, he of- 
_ fered to leave it immediatly, upon 
_ condition that Gziſe, the Conſtable, 

and the Marſhal de St. Andre ſhould 
retire from Court, 

This propoſition was accepted : 
Gaiſe and his two Friends departed 
the ſame day, teſtifying a great deal 
of Joy, in that France was pacified 
at ſocheap arate. 

But the Prince could not be per- 
ſwaded to keep his word, - having 
given it only becauſe he thought it 
would not have been accepted : All 
the Conferences were broken off, 
and their thoughts were wholly bent 
to War, 
 Guiſe, after having retaken Blois 
and Tours from the Hugonets, laid 
Siege to Bowrge; with fitreen thou- 
fand Foot and three _ thouſand 
Horſe, The King and Queen were 
perſonallyin the Army. Tvoy the 
Govyernour 
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Governour of the Town defended 
it couregeoully during five Weeks, 
and it would not have been eaſily 


"taken, ifhe had not let himſelf be 


tempted by the promiſes of the 
Court. 

From Bowrees Guiſe went t0. Row- 
ven, and having himſelf taken a 
view.of the Place, he aſſured the 
King that he would take it by Af- 
ſaulr in four and twenty hours time: 
Butit was thought more covemtent 
toſpin out theSiege, that the Inha- 
bitants might have time to recollect 
themſelves, and+ not expoſe to pit 
lage ſo rich and populous a City. 

But the Mount Saint Katherine, 
and the Suburbs of Seine Hillary 
having been taken, and yet the Be- 
lieged not bating any thing of the- 
infolence, with which they made 
anſwer to- the firft Orders of the 
King ; it was at length reſolved a

its: Remember, (aid he'ito them, 
that; thaſe you are ; going to» fight: a- 
gainſt will be wo longer your Enenes, 
thas' while they are wp © in Arms, 
But as fopn.a8 they ſhall :be tendered 
uncapable of defending  themſetwas, 
they will beyur: Brethren, ad ag dinft 
whom jt is with regret his Majdſty-. 
ſends you. And thereupon having 
made all thoſe-who fuxraunded him, .. 
promiſe. that-the'Tawn'dhhf81d nor. - 
be pillaged,. he! gave theo S1gaal,

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ſiſtance,; and G«iſe his Souldiers ill 
remembring what they had promi- 
fed their. Leader, and no longer 
knowing the voice of their Ofhicers, 
they plundered one of the richeft 
Towns of the Kingdom, - which 
it was. impoſſible to hinder them 
trom doing. 7 FE: 

As Gaiſe was going the next day 
to: meet the Queex, who was com- 
ingtolodge inthe City, he. percet- 
vedafar off ſome Souldiers carrying 
a wounded Man'upon a Chair, and 
being informed that it was Saint 
Colombe, whofirſt mounted to the 
Aſſault: Hs! My dear Saint Co- 
lombe, ſaid he to him, bow doft thow 
ao? "7 am going t0 aye, Sir, an{Wer- 
ed:the wounded Perlony : but it 'will 
be: without regret, Provided you £ 
fare me that the King and you are ſas 
tisfied with my Services. And how 
[ſhould we be otherwiſe, . replyed 
Gniſe? it is certain, that had. is not

felf, you ſhall be ſatisfied with the 
Recompence that the King prepares for 
Jon, and that I ſhall look upon you 4s 
long 4s 1 live, as my Brother aud 
Companion in War, Having faid 
theſe words, he left him with Tears 
:n his: Eyes, and Saint Crlombe be- 
ing dead the next day, Gui/e himſelf 
did aſſiſt at his Funeral, teſtifying 
an extream regret for his loſs, and 
was always ſpeaking of him with 
extream applauſe, He likewiſe made 
inquiry after all the Soldiers who 
had accompanied him, and took 
Cre to recompence them every one 
according to his Merit. 

The Prince of Conde, deſigning 
"to re-animate the hopes of his Party 
by ſome conſiderable enterprize, 
| they being very much dejeted at 
the taking of Rowen, led his Army 
to-Paris, He imagined that it 
would be eafie for him to take in that 
great Town, being it was without 
Fortifications, and full of a Fo 
; at 
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that wereeaſie to be terrified, Bux 
Guiſe going thither in all haſte,diſper- 
ſed their fears,as his Father þad done 
twenty.. years before, when that 
Charles the Fifth had taken Cheſteau- 
Thierry , and during the eight days. 
that the Army was at the Gates, the: 
people did not for one moment in- 
terrupt their uſual employs : _ The 
Shops and Colledges were opened 
as was Cuſtomary,and the Courts of * 
Juſtice as full of Advocates, as in 
2 time of profound Peace. ' 
The Prince having percerved the 
folly of his deſign, raiſed the Siege, 
and marched towards Normandy, - 
where he hoped to receive the Mo- 
ney and Forces that were coming.to- 
him from England. He was follow- 
ed by the Kings Army, which was 
lead by Guiſe and the Conſtable, | 
The: Prince did not deſign to: 
fight z but' his Army having loſt 
one days March through his Aajer 
General's faulr,the Conſtable overtook 
him near Dreax. . He cauſed: his-

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ArMny. and his Artillery:topaſy avde

that the Enemies did nas in theileaft 
perceive it: ;Inſomuch+*that + when

And indeed, having 
met with him in the Kings Tent, 
he told him before all the Compa-

He was ſo brave, as never to be 
amazed. at any thing, and from 
thence comes the preſence of mind 
which he preſerves in the greateſt 
dangers. 

They once ſhewed him a Man 
who had ſeveral times boaſted thar 
he would kill him. He looked 
ſquintingly upon him,and told thoſe 
who had ſhown him to him, Thar 
Man will never kill me, he. is not 
| worth 
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worth the trouble of taking into Cuſtody. 

After the Death of the King of 1Va- 
varre, who was kill'd at the Siege of 
Rowen, it was the general apprehenſion, 
that the Kings Army would disband of 
it ſelf, being no longer commanded by 
a Prince of the Blood : And the Queen 
wastold, that all the Officers talked of 
going to the Prince of Conde. No, no, 
Madam, ſaid Guiſe to her, be net affraid, 
the number of theſe who ſhall quit your Army 
will be very ſmall; and beſides, they. will 
be ſuch as that we ſhall gain by loſing them. 
T raytors do but hurt where they are; but if 
there be any here, I ſhall ſtick, to them ſo 
cloſe, and have them ſo well watched, that 
they ſhall not dare ſo much as to make a Leaf 
tremble. 

I cannot forbear adding one word 
more,which will help extreamly to make 
known-the Charafter of his mind and his 
humour. Some Company talking-one day 
of theTroubles that begun to be a brood- 
ing in France, after the Death of Henry 
the Second, Meontluc, quick and- boiling, 
likea Gaſconas he was, ſaid, That there 
was no other cauſes of theſe ills, thanthe 
Ambition of the King of Navarre, who en- 
vy'd the great Actions of G«iſe,and com- 
plain'd every where that he had uſurped 
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oyer him the Government of the: State: 
He had diſcourſed thereof to me, continued 
ZAontluc, Whereupon I made him anſwer, 
T hat if he had ſuch great pretenſions, you 
,ought each of you, ſome fair Morning," to 
examin them with a good Sword, and that 
1 was ſure you would make good my Words. 
.Guiſe, who eaſily foreſaw the Conſequen- 
ces that ſuch a Diſcourſe might have, 
anſwered him very coldly, ontlec, bave 
you an Order ſigned from the King of Nas» 
varre, to talk to me after this manner? And 
Montluc replying; that he had not, and 
that he had framed all this himſelf z You 
think, ſaid he to him, that you are ſtill in 
Piemont, diverting your ſelf, 11 ſeeing your 
Souldiers fight againſt one another ,, learn" a 
littie that the King of Navarre and 1 amnot 
born-to exerciſe your Imaginations. I do not 
believe that I have any thing to diſpnte with 
him, 'or that he does complain of me. When he 
Jets me, hear from him, be ſhall hear from-me. 
We have long known one another. 

Allthe learned Men of histime ſtrove 
to make Epitaphs on him,which are ſtill 
in being-..But if it is a- great thongur to 
be commended by a Man who himſelf 
merits the higheſt Applauſes,we may ſay 
that nothing is 'more glorious to the 
memory of G»jſe, than the Verſes _ |

His Virtue was as much admired by 
Strangers, as by French-men : The Ital;- 
«ns, and the Spariards themſelves, who 
cannot be reproached with Commen- 
ding others to exceſs, call'd him The 
Great Duke of Guiſe;, andat the interview 
of Bayonne, which was two years after 
his Death, they ſeemed extream earneſt 
toſce his Widow, and the Prince of -Zoin- 
ville his Son,never calling them otherwiſe

#ior himſelf, 


All 
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Allthe Officers that would per- 
chance have found fault, had heun- 
dertaken-to fave him, of his ſingle 
Authority, far from diving into Yi 
Secret, were the firſt to approve 
of his Prudence.

Troop of Horſe, which it had met 
on the way, and whoſe. aſſiſtance it 
had implord. As ſoon as the 0- 
thers ſaw this, and that the Match 
C 2 was 
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was not equal, they in their turn 
fled, and abandoned the poor Fa- 
nizary, who being ill-mounted, ac- 
cording to the ' Cuſtom of all Cri- 
minals, could not follow them, tho 
his Heart did. The Convoy ha- 
ving thus taken- him again, without 
much trouble, it did not otherwiſe 
mind running after the reſt, who, 
to cut off all knowledg of their

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had the Cunning to get it again, ſhe 
no longer kept.any meaſures; ' and
